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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Referring to claims 
1-3, 11, and 12, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest tabs extending downward from 
the projections and a plurality of recesses in the cover assembly that register with the tabs, 
whereby a plurality of the cover assemblies can be stacked with the vertical tabs of each cover 
assembly extending down into the recesses of a cover assembly that is disposed beneath. While 
U.S. Patent No. 4,619,363 to Wolfseder disclose tabs and apertures in the cover aUgned with the 
tabs for interconnecting and stacking containers, there is no motivation for extending the tab 
through the aperture in the immediate cover assembly and into the aperture of the cover or cover 
assembly below. Referring to claims 13-17, the prior art of record does not teach or suggest the 
top of the cover with a central, longitudinally extending portion in contact with said pressure 
plate and lateral portions extending upwardly from central portion at their inner edges or the top 
of the cover bowing upwardly from a central portion.
